This  was  a  unique  event.  People  from 
all  parts  of  the  world,  from  diverse  places 
and  cultures,  speakers  of  different  lan¬ 
guages  and  idioms  sitting  together  with 
sober  miens,  united  by  a  common  memory 
—  a  memory  that  will  not  go  away  and 
will  not  recede  into  the  dim  past.  It  was 
a  memory  of  sights  seared  into  one’s 
consciousness,  always  present  and  always 
overwhelming  and  beyond  comprehension. 
We  sat  there  with  ears  that  heard,  hearts 
that  ached  and  minds  that  will  never  grasp 
the  meaning  of  this  awful  event  —  the 
Holocaust.  Speaker  after  speaker,  no 
matter  what  language  he  spoke,  repeated 
the  same  litany:  We  dare  not  forget,  we 
dare  not  let  it  happen  again.  Witness  after 
witness  retelling  and  reliving.  Those 
moments  of  discovery  of  the  camps,  still 
recoiling  at  the  memory  of  the  sights 
which  defy  all  description  of  which  people 
are  capable.  They  were  all  moved  and  were 
moving.  The  Russians  describing  their 
liberation  of  Auschwitz,  the  Americans 
reliving  the  days  of  April  1945  when  their 
tanks  rolled  into  Dachau,  the  gentle  Danes 
who  spoke  quietly  and  modestly  about 
their  rescue  of  fellow  Danes  who  happened 
to  be  Jews,  the  brave  men  of  the  Jewish 
Brigade  who  came  from  Palestine  to  be 
Judgment:  Cont’d.  on  page  4,  column  1.

Music  That  Lives:  Part  III 

In  my  previous  article  I  concluded  that 
in  order  for  the  musical  heritage  of  our 
people  to  be  properly  familiar  and  under¬ 
stood,  it  would  be  wise  to  bring  this  music 
to  the  public  concert  halls  and  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  recording  and  broadcasting  media. 
Jewish  music  suffers  from  the  stigma  of 
parochialism,  perhaps  because  its  perform¬ 
ance  is  too  limited  to  religious  services. 

By  no  means  is  all  of  our  music  based 
on  the  liturgy.  Our  people  have  been 
blessed  by  the  inspiration  of  talented  com¬ 
posers  who  have  created  an  enormously 
rich  literature  of  secular  instrumental  and 
vocal  music,  —  Jewish  works  that  are 
surely  deserving  of  recognition  and  appre¬ 
ciation.  As  enlightened  Jews  of  a  modern, 
free  society,  we  have  been  able  to  become 
knowledgeable  listeners  and  performers  of 
Bach,  Schubert,  Mendelssohn,  Debussy, 
Strauss  and  all  the  great  master  composers 
of  “universal”  music.  At  the  same  time  we 
could  derive  tremendous  satisfaction  and 
greater  understanding  of  ourselves  were 
we  to  become  familiar  with  Rossi,  Engel, 
Milner,  Achron,  Weiner,  Ben-Haim  and  a 
host  of  others. 

Furthermore,  the  vast  composed  musi¬ 
cal  literature  for  the  synagogue  liturgy 
really  needs  to  be  heard.  We  Jews  need  to 
know  this  music.  It  is  the  most  intimate, 
the  most  authentic  expression  available  to 
us  of  the  historical  Jew.  For  any  thinking 
individual,  religious  or  not,  to  question  the 
validity  of  serious  musical  expression  in 
the  synagogue  service  is  to  fail  in  under¬ 
standing  the  historical  development  of 
Jewish  prayer  itself!  We  are  free  to  appre¬ 
ciate  the  universal  beauty  in  the  great 
sacred  church  masses  and  oratorios  which 
we  hear  on  recordings  and  in  concert  halls; 
but  it  is  our  great  loss  if  we  do  not  also 
know  the  classics  of  Sulzer,  Lewandowski, 
Naumbourg,  Nowakowsky,  Schorr,  Rosen¬ 
blatt,  Roitman,  Zilberts  and  Helfman. 

It  is  really  time,  therefore,  for  founda¬ 
tions,  concerned  with  the  preservation  of 
culture,  universal  and  ethnic,  to  support 
recording  projects  of  the  finest  profes¬ 
sional  caliber.  Almost  no  Jewish  music  lit¬ 
erature  has  received  top-notch  commercial 
recording.  Amazing!  Small  wonder  then 
that  the  only  Jewish  work  that  seems  to 
be  well-known  is  Ernest  Bloch’s  “Sacred 
Service.”  With  proper  recordings,  our  music 
could  be  given  its  proper  place  in  radio 
broadcasts  by  serious  music  stations. 
Libraries  throughout  the  world  would  have 
access  to  proper  documentaries  of  the 
Jewish  ethnic  experience.  And  let  us  not 
be  apologetic  about  ethnicity! 

We  Jews  need  to  sponsor  regular  per¬ 
formances  of  our  arts  in  public  theaters. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  that  the  Hebrew  Arts 
School,  which  has  emerged  as  an  impor¬ 
tant  institution  o£  culture  in  our  com¬ 
munity,  does  occasionally  present  first-

with  their  people.  All  these  were  a  sym¬ 
phony  of  sorrow  and  valor,  despair  and 
inspiration  which  held  the  listeners  rapt 
and  incredulous.  Questions,  questions 
which  are  asked  and  whose  answers  never 
make  sense.  “When  was  the  ‘final  solution’ 
known  by  the  leaders  of  the  world?”  asked 
Marvin  Kalb  politely  at  a  panel  discussion. 
The  answer  came  from  many  quarters  and 
it  was  always  the  same  —  “In  the  summer 
of  1942.”  The  tall  proud  figure  of  Profes¬ 
sor  Jan  Karsky,  who  was  a  courier  at 
the  time  working  in  the  Polish  under¬ 
ground,  standing  and  telling  how  he  per¬ 
sonally  traveled  in  the  summer  of  1 942  to 
the  capitals  of  the  world,  to  London  and 
Washington,  to  sound  the  alarm,  to  tell 
the  facts,  only  to  be  totally  ignored  — 
even  and  especially  by  the  man  in  the 
White  House.  This  was  an  experience  to 
remember  forever. 

In  addition  to  liberators,  there  were 
the  survivors.  Their  memories  are  their 
special  possession,  which  nobody  can 
really  share.  And  they  were  eloquently 
represented  by  Elie  Wiesel  who  captivated 
his  audience  each  time  he  rose  to  his  feet. 
He  is  their  spokesman  and  articulates 
their  fears  and  their  hopes.  From  his  open¬ 
ing  remarks  to  his  closing  speech,  he 
created  a  mood  that  was  almost  palpable. 
“Gratitude  .  .  .  ultimately  it  was  gratitude 
that  brought  us  back  to  normalcy  and  to 
society.  Do  you  remember,  friends?  In 
Lublin  and  Dachau,  Stuthof  and  Nord- 
hausen,  Ravensbruck  and  Majdanek,  Belsen 
and  Auschwitz,  you  were  surrounded  by 
sick  and  wounded  and  hungry  wretches, 
barely  alive,  pathetic  in  their  futile 
attempts  to  touch  you,  to  smile  at  you, 
to  reassure  you,  to  console  you  and  most 
of  all,  to  carry  you  in  triumph  on  their 
frail  shoulders.  You  were  heroes,  our  idols! 
Tell  me,  friends,  have  you  ever  felt  such 
love,  such  admiration?" 

Sitting  in  the  elegant  and  imposing 
Loy  Henderson  Conference  Room,  listen¬ 
ing,  reliving  and  feeling  the  pain  again,  I 
felt  privileged  to  be  part  of  the  United 
States  Delegation  at  this  unique  event. 
Would  that  all  of  you  could  have  been 
there.  You  would  have  come  away 
saddened  but  uplifted,  and  more  deter¬ 
mined  than  ever  that  such  dreadful  evil 
may  never  darken  our  world.

Scholars  To  Assess 
The  Challenge  Of  Fundamentalism 

On  the  five  Wednesday  evenings  during 
the  month  of  March,  a  series  of  lectures 
will  be  given  in  the  Sherr  Institute  of  Adult 
Jewish  Studies,  from  8-9:30  P.M. examin¬ 
ing  one  of  the  most  pressing  issues  in 
religion  today:  The  Challenge  of  Funda¬ 
mentalism.  Whether  it  is  from  the  Moral 
Majority,  or  from  the  Ayatollahs  in  Iran, 
or  even  from  significant  segments  of  the 
Jewish  community,  the  voice  of  religious 
fundamentalism  is  making  itself  heard. 

The  Ideology  of  Jewish  Fundamental¬ 
ism,  Christian  Fundamentalism,  Christian 
Fundamentalism  and  the  Jews,  Funda¬ 
mentalism  and  the  Jews,  Fundamentalism 
as  a  Political  Force  and  Alternatives  to 
Fundamentalism  will  be  the  topics  of  the 
five  lectures.  Chaired  by  Dr.  Neil  Gillman, 
Associate  Provost  of  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America,  two  lectures  will  be 
delivered  by  two  Christian  scholars,  Pro¬ 
fessor  Gerald  Sheppard,  Professor  of  Bible 
at  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  and 
Mrs.  Peggy  L.  Shriver,  Assistant  General 
Secretary  for  the  National  Council  of  the 
Churches  of  Christ.  Professor  Sheppard, 
whose  own  background  is  one  of  Christian 
Fundamentalism,  will  address  the  issue  of 
the  Christian  phenomenon  from  a  modern- 
perspective  on  March  10  and  Mrs.  Shriver, 
whose  book,  The  Bible  Vote,  was  published 
recently  will  address  the  issue  “Fundamen¬ 
talism  as  a  Political  Force”  on  March  24. 

Joining  the  participants  from  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  will  be  parishioners 
from  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  an 
Episcopal  Church  in  our  neighborhood. 

This  series  of  lectures,  the  first  of  the 
Dorothy  Tager  Lectures,  are  sponsored 
by  the  Dorothy  Tager  Education  Fund,  a 
fund  established  as  a  living  memorial  to 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Tager,  an  active  participant 
in  the  adult  education  program  at  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue.
